Why Do We Need a New Bible? 
Scripture Returns to 'Old Recipe' 


NEW YORK—Each Christmas the women in the Jones 


family make plum pudding, using a recipe handed down from 
their Great-great-great-grandmother Jones. 


By FRANCES DUNLAI' HERON 


Not long ago, a new Jones bride, clearing out the attic, 


made a remarkable find. She uncovered, in the painstaking 
script of Great-great-grandmother Jones, a copy of the recipe 
three generations nearer the original than any other known. 


And lo and behold, a compari 


son shows great variation. Some- 
where along the line a cook left 
out half a cup of mollasses—most 
likely because it was stuck in be- 
tween half a cup of citron and half 
a cup of grape juice, and the copy- 
ist's eye simply slid over the mid- 
dle half cup. 


fJext Christmas, the Jones wives 


will return to the attic recipe, the 
nearest to the original.

As with that plum pudding reci- 


pe, so it is with a very, very old 
book—the Holy Bible. 


It" is some 3,000 years since the 


Old Testament began to take writ- 
ten form. Almost exactly 1800 
years ago the New Testament was 
completed. Until printing was in- 
vented about 1450, the Bible wis 
<ept alive by the only method 
known—copying by hand. 


Just as with the pudding recipe, 


t is unlikely we will unearth a 
first copy of a Bible book. But 
manuscript discoveries and arche- 
ological research of the last 75 
.•ears have pushed our knowledge 
ever nearer to the originals. 


The "Revised Standard Version 


of the Holy Bible," due from the 
presses Sept. 30, is the result of 
:hese discoveries and research. 


» • • 


To John Wycliffe. rector and 


college master, we owe the first 
ranslation of the Latin Bible into 
English, completed in 1382. 


The first English version of the 


Scriptures to be made by direct 
ranslation from the original He- 


brew and Greek, and the first to 
be printed, was the work of Wil- 
liam Tyndale. His New Testament 
of 1535 was to become the basis 
of all later revisions. Accused of 
pel veiling the 
meaning of 
the 


Suiptuics. he was burned at the 
slake in 1536. 


Soon afterward, however, his dy- 


ing prayer—"Lord, open the King 
of England's eyes"—was answer- 
ed and a succession of versions be- 
gan to win favor. 


King James' instructions to his 


54 translators was for a revision 
"as consonant as can be to the 
original Hebrew and Greek." That 
they realized they were but one 
point in history is evident m their 
statement of purpose m transla- 
tion : "To make a good one better, 
or out of many good ones, one 
principal good one."

Hut uhereas in 1611 they had 


access to only a dozen or so late 
medieval manuscripts of the New 
Testament, full of the accumulated 
errors of centuries of hand-copy- 
ing, today's revision committee 
could diaw on hundreds of old 
manuscripts far ante-dating those 
of the King James group. Recent 
archeological findings throw new 
light on the meaning of the Old 
Testament Hebrew. 


The Chester Beatty manuscripts 


of pans of the Bible, turned up in 
Egypt in 1930. go back as early as 
the second century. A. D. Frag- 
ments of Deuteronomy have been 
found from the first or second 


centuries—B.C. The Isaiah scroll 
rescued from a cave near the 
Dead Sea by a shepherd lad in 
1947 appears to date from the late 
second century. B.C. It becomes 
the basis for 13 readings incorp- 
orated in the Revised 
Standard 


Version of Isaiah. 


Throughout the new revision arc 


changes correcting the additions, 
omissions and substitutions trace- 
able to ancient and medieval copy- 
ists. These and other inaccuracies 
have been corrected because the 
committee could be back nearer 
the original manuscripts than any 
other group of scholars in history. 
• • • 


Just as the cook copying succes- 


sive "half cups" left out the mo- 
lasses, so in Revelation 8:7 a long, 
ago scribe overlooked the clause 
"and the third part of the earth 
was burnt up" and went right on 
to the next, "and a third part of 
the trees." 


Another ancient copyist substi- 


tuted "Joseph" for "his father" 
in Luke 2:33. In RSV the verse 
(referring to the baby Jesus) is 
correctly restored: "And his father 
and mother marvelled at what was 
said about him. 


Someone in the seventh century 


undertook to bring Ephesians 5:30 
up-to-date by adding to the origin- 
al statement. "We are members 
of his body." the words "from his 
flesh and from his bones." The 
King James translators did the 
best they could by treating the in- 
serted words as apposition. "For 
we are members of his body, of 
his flesh, and of his bones." The 
flesh and bones are no more in the 
Revised Standard Version. 
. Thus it stands—on minor points 
and on significant interpretations 
—the newest version with the old- 
est authority.

prising strength" in walking to 
their car. No report has been re 
ceived on his eondition since he 
was lodged in a hospital. 


The Rev. Kutz has no parish 


now. His wife told police he fasted 
28 days last year.

WASHINGTON.

Kefauver (D-Tenn) said today he 
is encouraged by enforcement of 
the laws his 
crime

helped enact, but wants Cungress 
to approve more of its recommen- 
dations. 


In a statement Kefauver. who 


was chairman of the Senate Crime 
Investigating 
Committee during 


most of its life, said he intends to 
woik for passage of these at the 
next session, beginning in Janu- 
ary. 


Recommendations 


The recommendations would re- 


quire racketeers to keep records 
and produce a statement showing 
their net financial worth. 
They 


would also prohibit deduction of 
illegal gambling losses from in- 
come tax icturns. 


Another 
committee 
suggestion 


was for creation of a permanent 
crime commission. 


In the wake of the crime com- 


mittee 
investigation last 
year, 


Congress passed a law requiring 
gamblers to pay a S50 occupation 
tax every year, plus a 10 per cent 
excise tax. 


Before the end of fiscal 1952 last 


June 30. a total of 22,401 gamblers 
had registered. 


Since July 1, start of the new 


fiscal year and time for getting 
new stamps, only 3,950 gambling 
occupation. stamps were 
bought,

among 4,372 school systems in 
cities of 2,500 population and up- 
ward. 


The NEA said replies from 1,270 


of the school systems listed their 
major problems as mounting en- 
rollment, a shortage of teachers. 
Scarcity of building materials and 
inflationary costs. 


The report said the nation's,de- 


fense effort apparently is the ma- 
jor cause of the shortage of quali- 
fied teachers. 


About 47 per cent of the sys-

We Could Well Use Anti-Red POWs 


to Answer Propaganda 


On Cheju Island, just south of Korea, are located all 


the Chinese prisoners taken by the United Nations in the 
Korean War. 


Of the total number, 15,000—off in a group by them- 


selves—are the anti-Communists. Whether they should be 
compelled to return to Communist territory, in event of 
peace, is the question now holding up the truce talks at 
Panmunjom. 


The North Korean and Chinese Communist leaders say 


the 15,000 should be forced to return. The United Nations 
says no. 
' 
The UN says no because it believes the 15,000 would be 


returning to almost certain death, due simply to the fact 
that they are anti-Communist. 


That feeling certainly seems to be shared by the 15,000 


themselves. 


A New York Herald-Tribune correspondent, the first 


newspaperman to visit Cheju since all the Chinese POW's 
were relocated there, reports the anti-Communists' fear of 
being returned to their own soil is almost pathological. 
• 
• 
• 
• 


Although the correspondent was not allowed to talk to 


the prisoners themselves, he was told of their attitude by 
UN personnel running the camp. 


He was told that as indelible proof of their feelings, the 


anti-Communists point to tatoos on their arms which read, 
"Anti-Communist, Against Russia." 


The assumption here would be that the tattooing was 


done as a security measure by the Communist forces. 
But 


even if the men tattooed themselves in the hope of getting 
favored treatment as prisoners, the damning words would 
go with them if they were returned to their own country. 


But the UN officers and men at the camp declare there 


is no doubt but that the anti-Communists are what they say 
they are and are ready and anxious to go into battle against 
the Chinese and North Koreans, if the UN will only furnish 
them' with arms. 
Prisoners have been used in that way in wars past, but 


not by us. And we certainly are not going to start now. 


However, there would seem to be some way their 


unique qualifications could be put to use to help win .the 
propaganda battle for us in the Far East. 
•

• 


Here is a large group of men who for "the most part 


have deserted the enemy to come over to. our side. Nearly 
all say they were not captured fighting but surrendered 
voluntarily. 


They've lived under the Communists and, as prisoners, 


they've lived under us. From actual experience they know 
and could surely explain with considerable conviction to 
other Orientals why they fled from the Communists and 
why they don't want to go back. 


Our fight for men's minds throughout the Far East has 


by no means yet resulted in a victory for us, one great 
handicap being that we are Westerners. Another is the des- 
titution and misery existent among the civilian population 
of South Korea. 


Fighting a war and caring adequately for a civilian pop- 


ulation is a difficult thing, but nevertheless the civilian suf- 
fering in South Korea is not only a hard thing to explain 
away to other Orientals, but it is a fertile source of Com- 
munist propaganda. 


We could well use the voices of 15,000 anti-Commu- 


nists who know what they're talking about to tell the people 
of that part of the world just what anti-Communism means.

More Men Than Women 


Suffer Muscular Dystrophy 


Four correspondents have 
re- 


cently asked for a discussion of a 
disease which I should much rath- 
er not write about—namely, mus- 
cular dystrophy. 


Although there are several forms 


of this distressing 
disease, they 


are all somewhat similar in show- 
ing increasing muscular wasting 
and weakness. 
They are being 


considered as truly hereditary. 


The hereditary nature of mus- 


cular dystrophy is shown by the 
fact that nearly half of those who 
are afflicted with it have at least 
one other member of their fami- 
lies showing the same disease. 


Another interesting thing which 


Is probably tied to the hereditary 
element is the fact that the dis- 
ease is about three times as com- 
mon in men as in women. 


As a general rule, the first signs 


of muscular dystrophy 
appear 


early in life. Quite often it comes 
on so flowly that the difficulty Is 
hardly noticed at first. 
As one 


mother wrote about her teen-aged 
boy: "He noticed a certain inabil- 
ity to keep up In sports, 
about 


a year ago. He had been active in 
hockey and 
baseball, and also 


helped on the farm." 


In addition to the hereditary fac- 


tor, some victims of this condition 
show certain chemical changes 
which can be Identified. 
As yet, 


however, these chemical changes 
have not brought much informa- 
tion which could be translated into 
effective treatment.

Here, then, is a disease which 


requires the most intelligent and 
concentrated kind of research 
in 


order that some clues may be dis- 
covered to its prevention or treat- 
ment. This must be done and it 
is hoped that funds can be raised 
to speed the conquest of this knot- 
ty problem. 


In the meanwhile, as one corre- 


spondent wiote, "there 
will 
be 


many gallant chaps with gallant 
families, doing, their best to lead 
normal lives and facing their mus- 
culnr weakness with courage and 
intelligence." They should be sa- 
luted by all of us.

the army, navy and air force to reinstate a workman with a crimina 
record who denied that he had ever been convicted of a crime In hi 
application for his job. The employe is John S. Stabins, a renegade 
Boston policeman who robbed a liquor store while 
on duty in uniform in 1940, was convicted by a jury, 
sent to prison for three months and canned from 
the force. 


Stabins was not restored to his defense factory 


job. He did get J3.15.20 back pay. But, in a trans- 
action having the characteristic of a shakedown by 
an official agency of the federal government, in 
favor of a union, he agreed in writing'to "resign" 
and waived his claim to the job. This was a deal 
under the table. 


In addition to the penalty of $355.20, Photo- 
M>«tbrook 


switch. Inc., the defendant company, was forced to sign an abject, hu 
initiating admission of wrongdoing in dismissing a convicted fiduci 
ary after he had lied in his application, and' to post this admissioa 
on the bulletin board. 
This document, dictated by the Labor Rela 


lions Board, said: "Notice to all employes: Pursuant to the recom 
rncndations of a trial examiner .... WE WILL NOT discourage mem 
bership in the International Union of Electrical Radio and Machine 
Workers, CIO, . . . by discriminatorily discharging or refusing to re 
instate any of our employes."

When East 
played today's hand, for example, 
he evidently decided not to look a 
gift horse in the mouth. 


He would have done better if he 


remembered that it is wise to fear 
the opponents 
even when they 


bear gifts. 


South got himself into a bit of 


trouble by bidding enthusiastical- 
ly upon his excellent distribution. 
He cannot be condemned for this, 
however, since this type of hand 
wil normally produce a safe num- 
ber of tricks. 


West opened the ace of hearts 


and East signalled with the queen, 
since he could be quite sure that 
the king would drop. (West was 
marked with afive-card suit, so 
that South could not have more 
than one heart.) 
The king of 


hearts duly dropped and West con- 
tinued the suit, forcing South to 
ruff. 


Declarer 
went 
after the dia 


monds at once, taking dummy' 
ace and then losing a trick to 
West's 
king. 
West continued 


hearts, and 
South had 
to ruf 


again. 


South now led the ten of dia 


monds and discarded the last heart 
from dummy. East ruffed with the 
five of spades and returned the 
king of spades to knock out South's 
ace. 


South was not pleased with the 


horrible trump break, but did the 
best he could by ruffing a diamond 
with dummy's sex'en. It was at thi.- 
point that East fell into the trap 
by over-ruffing with the Jack. 


• Hoping that his partner had the 
ace of clubs, East drew dummy's 
last trump with 
the queen of 


spades and then led a club. 


South thankfully took the ace of 


clubs, drew the last trump and 
ran the rest of the tricks with 
diamonds. He considered himself 
very lucky to get away with a loss 
of 300 points on a hand that had 
broken so badly. 


East should not have over-ruffed 


dummy's seven of spades. A club 
discard would have produced two 
additional defensive tricks. South 
would have been obliged to return 
to his own hand with the ace of 
clubs, and this would have been 
his last trick. 


If South then led a diamond, for 


example. East c o u l d over-r u f f 
dummy with the six of spades.

OUT OF DOORS with 


Those Shy, Late-Season Trout 


By AL McCLANE 


Fishing Editor 


I've always caught my largest 


trout, and consistently catch more 
trout, in the Summer months — 
contrary to the popular belief that 
the fish knock off until 
cooler 


weather. In fact, early Fall is a 
snare and a delusion if 
you're 


dealing with resident brook, brown 
and rainbow trout. 


The type of tackle you are plan- 


ning to use will have a great deal 
to do with how successful you will 
be in taking shy, late-season trout. 


Flies should be 
delicate 
and 


small. 
Leader tippets should be 


reduced to minimum in size, and 
the experienced angler will in- 
crease their length by one or two 
feet. 
A 9-foot leader is 
better 


than one 6 or 7'/2 feet in length. 
It should taper down to no heav- 
ier than 2X, and where trout do 
not run exceptionally large, 3X is 
better.

from 60 to 90 per cent of parity. 
Supports for other commodities al- 
so are permissible. 


The Brannan plan, first outlined 


by the secretary of agriculture in 
1919, would broaden the Federal 
government's activities in agricul- 
ture. It would set up a system of 
high, rigid price suppo'rts and 
would extend such supports 
to 


many products not now covered. 
It would extend government power 
to restrict production of many 
products not now subject to restric- 
tion. It also would make broader 
use of subsidies to assure farmers 
"fair" returns for perishable com- 
modities.

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Illinois Voters Will Decide on Major 
Changes in Revenue Laws on Nov. 4 


SPRINGFIELD. 111. -(AP)-Illi- 


nois voters will decide at the Nov. 
< election whether to open the door 
to major changes in the state's tax 
Fystem. 


They will ballot on a proposition 


to amend the revenue artiye of the 
IS"0 Illinois Constitution. A favor- 
tble two-thirds majority of those 
voting on the proposal is required 
lor adoption. 


Passage would mean: 
1. Knocking out the restrictive 


rule that taxation must be uniform 
when applied to real property like 
». house or to intangible property 
like money in the bank. Critics 
call this rule unworkable. 


2. Allowing the legislature to set 


up different tax rates for different 
classes of property. Classes might 


include real estate, automobiles 
and savings, each taxed at a dif- 
ferent rate. 


Forbids Income Tax 


3. Forbidding a graduated in- 


come tax. 


4. Permitting the legislature to 


remove the sales tax from food. 


Critics of the uniformity rule say 


that real estate and personal prop- 
erty cannot be taxed at the same 
rate without injustice. 


Personal property includes tan- 


gible things like livestock, farm 
equipment, automobiles, furniture, 
household goods, fur coats and dia- 
mond rings. It also includes intan- 
gibles like stocks, taxable bonds 
and savings accounts. 


This is the nub of the argument 


of uniformity critics: 


More than half of the state's 


wealth is estimated to be in intan- 
gible property. Intangibles may 
easily be hidden from tax asessors, 
who may make no effort to dis- 
cover them. If intangibles were de- 
clared and assessed at their true 
value, the tax might equal or ex- 
ceed the income they produce. 


Cite Example 


The critics cite an example of 


a $100 tax which might be placed 
against a $10,000 house. If this 
same tax were imposed on a $10,- 
000 savings account, it would cat 
up the account's income from in- 
terest if the bank paid the usual 
one per cent. 


To the argument that this sys- 


tem of uniform taxation discour- 
ages collection of taxes on intan- 


gibles and encourages their con 
ccalmcnt. the critics add another. 


That is the state must put a 


heavier burden on the real estate 
owner in order to obtain necde 
tax revenue. 


The Constitutional amcndmcn 


includes a prohibition against i 
graduated income tax. Illinois ha 
never had such a levy but some 
supporters of the charter chang 
demanded its inclusion as a safe 
guard. 


The amendment also eliminate 


the 
li.'it of taxable occupation 


which the general assembly use< 
as a base for the retailers occu 
pational or sales tax. 


Allows Xecefoiary Tax 


In its stead, the amendmen 


would authorize the assembly t< 
levy such, taxes as it deems neces 
sary, excepting the income tax. 


This authorization is interpreted 


as the ground for starting a tru< 
sales tax, with food exempted. 


The tax on food has been callec 


undesirable because it sometimes 
strikes at citizens least able to pay 
The retailers occupational tax has 
been scored because it puts no levy

$64,971.210,298 was collected by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau in taxes 
and sociay security contributions 
during the fiscal year which end' 
ed June 30. 


This was about 14 >i billion dol 


lars more than in the previous 12 
months. In addition, federal agen 
cies other than the revenue bu< 
reau took in $2.364,500,000 for fis- 
cal 1952. 


In the 1953 fiscal year, which 


started'July 1, President Truman 
has estimated collections will total 
about 75 billion dollars. 


These gross figures do not in 


elude billions of dollars refunded 
to taxpayers or set aside for social 
security payments. 
Refunds and 


set-asides in fiscal 1952 cut the 
figure about $5,871,000.000.
